Tg Barryiſis are a Set of People, 
who, firm to the Cauſe of their Chief, 
animate and ſupport him amidſt his 
Toils and Struggles for unlimited Em- 
pire. The King and General, being 
naturally of an haughty and imperious 
Diſpoſition, and violently fond of 
Debbotifm and arbitrary Sway, was 
eaſily worked on by his Minions and 
prime Miniſters, to endeavour by all 
poſſible Means, to prevent any Rival 
to his Throne, by either baniſhing 


thoſe whoſe Power he feared, or by 


Largeſſes diſtributed among others 
whoſe inordinate Love for Gold, ſu- 
pertor to their Luſt of Power, would 
induce them to ſubmit to his Sway. 
Tur Maſſapians are a Party, who 
bear as great and as natural an Anti-

In Conſequence of this bold Re- 
ſolution, Conſpiracies were formed, 
and Machinations carried on againſt 
the Government. Long Time wete 
they practiſed unknown, and of courle, 
with Succeſs. The General was him= 
ſelf at the Pains of forming all his 
deep Schemes, and executing» them 
himſelf. He did not truſt Aſtairs of 
ſo much Moment to another; but 
like Pruſſias great Hero in a Field of 
Battle, was one while in this Part, 
another in that: Was now ordering 
wild Uproar to reign here, and anon 
to ſtalk triumphant in another Part. 
Bur it cannot be expected that 
Conſpiracies ſhould be ever concealed. 
This was diſcovered a few Months 
ſince, and an Attempt made to diſ- 
ſolve it, but in vain. The Maſſep-

That it was not to be looked 
upon as the mere Preſent of a King, 
but as the ſacred Gift of Heaven: And 
that to be baſely robbed of their great 
Bulwark, their beſt Charter, and no- 
bleſt Privilege, would be mean, daſt- 
ardly, and ſcandalous: And therefore 
they were determined to adhere to 
their General, who had promiſed to 
reſtore them their antient Rights and 
Privileges, and would, under his 
Auſpices, dare the Foe to the Field, 
and let Heaven judge the Combat;

ALL Attempts to reduce them to

1 their Army ſtrengthened by the Arri- 
| val of a conſiderable Number of brave 
| Veterans, they ſcorned any longer to f 
| be cooped up; and with an Intrepid- 
ity ſcarce paralleled in Hiſtory, beg- 
ged their young Monarch .to lead 
them to the ruſhing War, and by the 
Exertion of their Proweſs and Skill, 
to redeem themſelves from Tyranny 
arid Slavery, or to find in the tented 
Field, a glorious and an honourable

Turm Monarch Maſſepus was 
charmed with their Spirit, and open- 
ly applauded their Heroiſm.— In- 
defatigable in the great Poſt he had 


under- 
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undertaken, he was his own Aid de 
Camp, aud was riding through all 
the Ranks, to animate and encourage 
his Men; and by his Preſence evince, 
that it was Activity and Courage 
alone that could command. Succefs, 
and enſure Victory. He ordered them 
to forſake their Trenches, to point 
their glittering Spear, and he would 
lead them to the City in which their 
Foes were incloſed, and, unleſs pre- 
vented by their meeting them Beard 
to Beard, would himſelf ſhew them 
the Way to Conqueft, by ſealing 
their Ramparts, and Sword in Hand 
attacking their Citadel. 

Tuer had no ſooner quitted their 
Trenches, and marched fome Paces, 
but they diſcerned at' a Diftance a 
Cloud of Duſt, which feemed to ap- 
proach them.

Fus contending Monarchs ſaw 
the Struggles of Reaſon and Human- 
ity in their ſeveral Subjects Breaſt; 
one of whom was exulting at the 
Sight, and the other deſponding, 
But Maſſapus, fired at the View be- 
yond his natural Warmth, and know- 
ing how much depended on his ſup- 
preſſing all other Paſſions in his Sol- 
diers Breaſts, but thoſe of Rage and 
Revenge, threw away his Truncheon, 
and in its Place ſubſtituting his 
> dreadful Spear, begged them to act 
like Men, who had Honour at Heart, 
and who fought for Liberty, for 
Glory, and for their Country. 

His Oration was fo ſpirited, ſo 
well adapted to his Soldiers Feelings, 
and withal ſo full of true martial Elo- 
quence, that deſperate with Revenge, 
and quite flaming with Reſolution to 
die or conquer, they graſped hard 
the pointed Javelin, and begged their 
General would that Inſtant give them

Foe. 

On the other Hand, King Bir? = 
Man rejoiced to find 1 Soldiers of

Tuus ſaying, with haſty Strides 
the Army moved along. Their King 
ſeemed to look more than mortal; 
and through the Bars of his dreadful 
Head- piece, caſt ſuch a furious Look 
on his Enemies, as denounced the 
Greatneſs of the Rage with which 
his whole Soul was actuate. 
Tur Armies ſoon began the hoſt- 
ile War, by hurling towards each 
other {uch vaſt Clouds of Darts; as 
ſeemed even to obſcure Sol's radiant 
Light, and ſhut out the Day: But 
ſhort was the Duration of this miſſile 
Combat. Eager for the Fray, the 
Soldiers of either Army ruſhed forward 
to meet the Foe, and ſoon cloſed.

He is 
General of the Light-Infantry, and 
ſo harraſſes the Enemy by his Wiles 
and Stratagems, that they are at a 
Loſs how to act; and jaded with 
their Fatigue, are almoſt ready to 
throw down their Arms, and ſue for 
Quarter. 

Tur Numbers that fell by the 
Hands of the I oodvardian Troops, 
being ſeen at a Diſtance by a Mefſop- 
ian Colonel, Bruns by Name, he 
haſtened to that Part with his Regi- 
ment of Light-Horſe, to oppoſe ſuch 
formidable Enemies. His Preſence 
turns the Scale, and Victory ſoon 
hovers to his own Side. Diſdaining 
the common Soldiers who ſtood in 
his Way, he ſeeks only to engage 
Moodvardo, who, ſeeing his Intent, 
endeavours to fly.

when, behold ye Infidels, inſtead of 
an H/odvards, that might adorn a 
Ts a Harlequin that diſgraces it, 
rs. Surprized at the Metamor- 
* and not judging ſo contemp- 
tible an Enemy worthy his Sword, 
Bruns carries the War to inather 
Quarter; and, like a chafed Lion, 
falls on his Foes, ſcatters them like 
a Herd of 'frighted Fawns, and "ang 
in their Blood.

At their Head are Fitzhenrica, 
Abingtonia, Danceria, and Halkeria, 
encouraging their Soldiers with true 
Female Eloquence, to ſtand firm to 
their Duty, and to put forth each 
well-ſtrang Member to its utmoſt 
Exertion in the glorious Combat; 
and at the ſame Time reminding 
them, how inglorious it would be, to 
give out in ſo great a Cauſe, and to 
appear languid and feeble, when 
their Enemies were ſo erect and ram- 
pant, that they ſeemed juſt ready to 
ſtorm the very Citadel, and enter it 
Sword in Hand. 

ENCOURAGED by theſe martial La- 
dies, the Soldiers fought like Men 
who had a nice Senſe of Honour, 
and in whole Breaſts dwelt invincible 
Courage. 

Tur Advantage the Mofſopians 
had before gained in the Combat, 
was now no more; and the Barryiſte 
ſeemed to triumph in their Turn, 
and even put to the Sword ſome; 
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Maſſepian Amazons, whoſe intrepid

Two Moſſshian Veterans endea-

The 
firſt was named Stayleyius: A Many 
who having been ink-Boy to the 
Muſes, thought himſelf beloved by 
them; and who miſtaking Scurrility 
for Satire, and the groſſeſt Dulneſs 
for the pureſt Wit, had been hon- 
oured by Chacina, with Permiſſion 
to depoſite the excrementitious Works 
of his hard-bound Brain, in her ſa- 
cred Temple; and elated with a real 
Confidence, and an imaginary Va- 
lour, was grown ſo military mad, 
that he ſwore he would be an eternal 
Warrior againſt every Barryiſt.

A Perſon reſpected as a Man, but not 


brilliant as a Soldier. Both theſe at
